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Revolutionary specters are stalking 
Capitol Hill. They are young and, in a 
weird, almost hypnotic fashion, intensely 
bright though they speak of a strange 
revolution as though they. were manne- 
guins with Marxist-Leninist cassettes 
as Voice-b0x implants. 

They are heavily loaded with muscle, 
mind and money—and use all three fre- 
quentiv in violent profusion.

Lest there be. skeptics among! 
taose who read this, let me rush in 
with 2 recent report on the ‘New Left, 
ine Far Left and the Radical Left of 
the mid-1970s" recently presented to 
some 200 oificials of the giant Detroit 
Ford focal, UAW.
